WHAT IS A SCANIA-~VABIS? 


To the enthusiast who is interested in 01d car's and 
their colorful storics, there are certain names that arouse 
memories. What stories can be spun about "Whistling Billy", 
"Old 999", "Blitzen Benz", "Buick White Streak", and "Thomas 
Flyor". Other names, however, while not creating any vivid 
associations, do arouse curiosity by their unusual sound. 
Such a name is "Scania-Vabis. " 


While hunting emblems and name plates of old cars in 
Scandinavia this past summer, the vriter first became svare 
there had been such a car when he found the romains of a 
Scania-Vabis in a wrecking yard in Oslo, Norway. The vwrock- 
crs were not sure of its age but know it was very old and 
that it probably had been built in Scandinavia. 


The radiator shell emblem of the old car is of unusual 
design and stands out from other makes. The plate is about 
two and a half inches in diameter. The lettering is in the 
natural copper of the base, while white, tronslucecnt blue, 
and red enamel are used in sharp contrast. The basis of the 
design is an unusual three-legged "X" in blue. This figure 
is a rare art form not found in books of heraldry. It scens 
to have been derived from an isosccles triangle, the sides 
of which have been cut away by intersecting circles dravn 
from perpendiculars. In the center of the three "spokes" is 
the crovned head of a mythical cockatrice, done in brilliant 
transparent red glaze. Superimposed is a blue circle, bear~ 
ing the words "Akticbolaget, Scania-Vobis". 


On arriving in Stockholm Sweden, the name became at once 
a reality for many of the big busses and vans were mounted on 
chassis made by Scania-Vabis. 


The company has a large agency in Stockholm and through 
courtesy of the managers, it vas possible to vic photographs 
of carly models and to secure historical details. It anpvears 
that the emblem is in part derived from the provincial coat- 
of-arms of Skane in Southern Sweden, the district in which 
the factory is located. The company has built no passenger 
cars since 1926, although in the production of trucks it is 
a healthy competitor of the Svedish Volvo Compsny. The name 
"Scania-Vabis" was devised after two automobile companics 
had amalgomated. Each of the former firms had a long title 
and with the advent of the new combined firm, the appellation 
was now overwhelmingly long-drayv™m out. Even the Swedes, who 
go in for gigantic polysyllabic words protested. As a result, 
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precedent was shattered and the company officials announced 
that their product henceforth should be known after a key 
work taken from each of the old titles, and so Scania-Vabis 
became one of the first shortened business names that have 
accompanied a splendid industrial ers in Sweden. 


Just how the early ancestors of the present big Scania— 
Vabis bussess looked can be seen at the modern new Stockholm 
Technical Museum. Here, for example, is a well preserved 
early four passenger Scania with a dashboard front, candle 
lamps, and motor under the fron seat. This model was manu- 
factured from 1901-1903 by Maskinfabriks Aktiebolaget Scania 
in Malmo across the sound from Conenhagen, Denmark. It was 
one of the first automobiles built in standard series. The 
car was driven by a one cylinder, air cooled, six horse 
pover, four cycle gasoline motor. The gasoline tank was uv 
in front. It had two speeds and was chain driven with dif- 
ferential gearing in the back axle. The car had much the 
reputation for popularity and durability in Sweden that the 
early one cylinder Cadillac had over here. And like the Reo, 
which, after pioneering in the passenger car ficld is active 
today in commercial transvortation, the Scania-Vabis is known 
in Sweden for its heavy duty trucks, “hich serve in a varicty 
of hauling capacities.

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NINETY MUSEUMS IN FOUR MONTHS 


By Ransom Matthews, Mechanical Science Section, Los Angeles 
Museum 


A grant—in-aid for foreign travel from the Carnegie Found- 
ation and a four-months leave of absence from the Museum start- 
ed me out on an inspection tour of American and Eurovean mu- 
seums, factories, etc. Of the more than ninety museums visited, 
probably about a quarter had representations of old automobiles. 
By far the most extensive collection is that gathered together 
by Mr. Ford at the Edison Institute Museum, Dearborn, Michigan. 
All of the old cars on display there have been thoroughly over- 
hauled, both as to mechanical parts and finish, so they 100k 
almost exactly as they did when they were the pride of their 
original owners. The only criticism is that they do not all 
have original equipment. One of the big thrills was finding 
a beautiful 1911 Lane Steamer such as I had not seen since 
the very year of its manufacture. Of course, there were fine 
examples of early Stanley, White, and Locomobile Steamers, 
but the oldest was a steam buggy of about 1869, Even in 
Europe I found nothing older than this in the way of a mechan- 
ical road vehicle, with the exception of the Cugnot tractor 
of 1776, in the Conservatory of Arts and Meters, Paris. The 
Ford collection has a good representation of the early for- 
eign builders, such as Daimler, Benz, DeDion, and Renault, 
while the American pioneers are well represented by cars of 
Duryea, Winton, Knox, and many others, as well as a fine 
showing of early Fords, including the famous "999", 
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The National Museum at Washington has a number of unique 
cars, such as the first Duryea (undoubtedly the first gas car 
in America), the first Haynes, the first Oldsmobile, the first 
shaft drive car built in the United States (Autocar), the first 
car sold by Winton and the four nd eight cylinder racing cars, 
Winton Bullet No. 1 and No. 2. 


Stephens Institute at Hoboken, N. J., has a very interest— 
ing collection, including the several American and foreign cars 
used as exhibits in the famous Selden Patent suit. Several 
other foreign cars were brought over as builders' models for 
American manufacturers, 


The Museum of Transportation at Princeton, Massachusetts, 
has a good showing of old steam and gas cars, but their res— 
torations are not too well done and there has been a lot of 
substitution of cquipment. 


Franklin Institute at Philadelohia has some good examples 
of the larger quality cars that were never common and have 
since become very rare, such as a 1914 Brewster Knight road 
ster, with very dashing lines, and a Mercedes Knight limousine 
of the same year. They have a beautiful little Lane Steam 
Stanhope, but to my notion they have ruined it by cutting 
away part of the boiler shell and tubes, to show construction. 
They have also cut away part of the body of a one cylinder 
Oldsmobile to show the engine to better advantage, but I can 
forgive them for that, as it is not particularly rare. I hone, 
though, that they don't do anything like that to their 1907 
White Steamer. 


The Science Museum in London has some very fine o1d cars, 
but they have totally wrecked two of their rarest by section- 
alizing. These are a White Steamer of 1903 (the kind with the 
rear entrance) and a Gardner Serpolet of about the same period. 
These are so badly cut up that it would be out of the ouestion 
to ever put them into operation again. 


Very creditable little technical museums were found in 
Oslo, Norway, and Stockholm Sweden, both of which had nice 
specimens of American and foreign cars. 


Berlin, with all of its museums, did not hve a single 
old automobile on display, but there is a very interesting 
old Postal Motor Coach of 1905 with mnke-and—break ignition 
in the Railroad Museum at Nurnberg. 


The largest collection in Europe is probably that of the 
Deutsches Museum in Munich, Germany, where the first gasoline 
automobiles of Carl Benz and Gotlieb Daimler are on view. The 
chassis of the Protos that won second place in the 1907 race 
from New York to Paris is in this collection, as well as a big 
Benz racing car, said to be the famous old Blitzen Benz uscd 
by Barney Oldfield and Bob Burman. Ye could tell of many 
other fine specimens in this big collection, but must go on 
to Vienna, where the world's oldest gasoline car is to be 
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found in the splendid collection of the Technical Muscum. 
This veteran was built by Sigsmund Marcus, in 1875. Other 
very interesting gasoline, steam and electric cars in this 
collection will have to be left unmentioned. 


The world's most tragic car is on display in the Armory 
Muscum in Vienna. It is the Graf and Stift, in which the 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand was riding at the time his murder 
furnished the spark to set off the World War, 


In the Conservatory of Arts and Meters in Paris, along 
with the Cugnot Steam tractor of 1776, may be seen a steam 
Omnibus built about 1875 by Amadec Bollee, and a gasoline tri- 
cycle built by his son, Leon Bollce, about 1895. Here also is 
Serpolet's first steam car and the early steam and gasoline 
tricycles of De Dion-Bouton. Panhard is also represented by 
a fine early car of about 1896.
